Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: Applicant argued that the reference by Nakamura did not anticipate 
the claimed invention, as Example 1 discloses lyophilization, but does not disclose the elected stabilizing agent 
arginine. The examiner indicated that the text from column 9 line 45 - column 10 line 13 in fact does anticipate the 
claimed invention. This text describes purified HGF, specifically teaches adding arginine to stabilize the preparation, 
and then the next paragraph teaches lyophilizing (freeze-drying) the product. Thus every limitation of claim 1 is 
anticipated by a single description in Nakamura. In contrast to applicant's arguments, the examiner is not merely 
picking and choosing various parts of the reference but rather is relying on a single description of a composition. This 
was pointed out in the paragraph spanning pp. 4 - 5 of the final rejection.. 
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
